FROM J. N. ERIANT 


Complying- with your request th at I 
write you a short article for publica­ 
tion giving my ideas of Southeast 
Missouri at this time, will say I am 
mighty glad indeed that I am a citi­ 
zen of Southeast Missouri, and glad 
inv land is located here instead 
of 
some other place, for I believe South- 
t ust Missouri has many 
advantages 
not j ossesstd by any oth er section of 
the 
United States. 
It is true that 
owing to the vie ioue decline in the 
prices of farm products agriculture 
generally is in a depression and every 
one who is farming or has land invest 
ments is effected by this condition 
Nevertheless, the Southeast Missouri 
farm er enjoys many advantages ovt 
farmers in other p arts of the country 
and 1 wonder if some of our people 
who get pessimistic 
at 
time 
would 
care to trade places with the south 
ern f a n n e r where the boll weevil 
destroying the only 
crop 
he 
knows 
how to raise, cotton. 
I 
wonder if 
they would trade places with the man 
who ha 
his money invested in 
tht 
high-priced land in Illinois, 
Indiana 
Ohio or Iowa, where that land 
will 
produce no more per acre than 
our 
land, and where the corn, 
wheat and 
oats grown on it will sell for no more 
per bushel than the Southeast Mis 
souri farm er gets for his product. 
I 
wonder if our farmers would exchange 
places with the men who are farming 
in the Dakotahs, Nebraska and o th ­ 
er W estern States, 
where corn 
is 
selling at this time for from 15c or 
]Sc a bushel, due to the fact that the 
price of grain is based upon its de­ 
livery at one of the g re a t markets and 
their location 
from 
1,000 to 2,000 
miles away from the central markets 
makes the delivery charge or freight 
to the market equal about half 
the 
selling price of their products. 
Let 
us com pare those 
things to condi­ 
tions as we find them in a Southeast 
Missouri, which is rapidly developing 
into the best cotton section of 
the 
United State>. 
(The Government re ­ 
ports shows the 
Missouri yield 
of 
lint cotton to be 12<* pounds per acre 
more than that of any other state in 
the Union). 
Here we do not have 
inflated land value to contend with, 
and by reason o f our location near 
the center of population, adjacent to 
the great markets of both the North 
and the South, with more miles 
of 
railroads to the square mile of t e r ­ 
ritory than Ohio, 
Illinois, 
Indiana, 
New York (u* Iowa, our farmers 
al­ 
ways get top prices for their pro­ 
ducts. 
Consider further the advantage our 
central location given us. 
We are 
not North, neither are we South, but 
here in the happy medium, having the 
advantages of both the N orth 
and 
the South without 
their drawbacks. 
We raise the great variety of crops 
that the South 
produces 
including 
cotton, th eir main crop, and are not 
bothered with their insects, boll wee­ 
vil, cattle tick, abnormal 
rain fall, 
and many things that are such d raw ­ 
backs to the South. 
We raise just 
as good corn, wheat and clover 
as 
they do in the North and just as much 
of it per acre, and are not bothered 
with 
extreme 
cold 
winters, 
short 
growing seasons, inflated land values, 
etc. 
By a comparison 
of conditions 
here and elsewhere it is readily seen 
the Southeast Missouri farm er 
has 
much to tie thankful for.

These tracts should be 
divided up, more homes built on them, 
and the land farmed by a larger n u m ­ 
ber of people, so our greatest need 
at the present time is for more mon­ 
ey and more people.

have placed themselves in the posi­ 
tion to meet this need quicker than 
any other section of the country, by 
organizing the 
Southeast 
Missouri 
Agricultural Bureau and maintaining 
through it the exhibit in 
Union S t a ­ 
tion. St. Louis. 
Thousands of peo­ 
ple monthly are viewing this exhibit 
and hundreds and hundreds of them 
are resolving to see this section of the 
country just as soon as they are in a 
position to make the trip, and make 
a change to it if it is as it has been 
represented to them, 
as 
they pass 
through that exhibit. 
They

come now. 
It would do them no good 
if they did, but just as sure as day 
follows night, they will come as soon 
as they are in position to do so and 
in ever increasing numbers if

If you watch a bee at work among 
the flowers you will see that he 
is 
engaged in collecting two quite dif­ 
ferent substances from the blossoms. 
His long pointed tongue is really 
a 
tube, through which he sucks up 
the 
sweet juices just as you suck lemon­ 
ade through a straw. 
While he moves 
'about inside a flower, the stiff hairs 
Jon hie back collects the yellow pollen- 
jdust, with which he is soon covered, 
i Then he sits down on a leaf and pro­ 
ceeds to scrape it off by means of the 
I little combs with which his legs are 
'provided. 
By means of these he rolls 
it into halls, and stows it away in 
his trouser-pockets—little 
cups pro­ 
vided for the purpose at the joints of 
the legs. 
The bee has also a set of waist- 
eoat-pockets, which are used for 
a 
different purpose. 
These 
are 
little 
pouches with slit-like openings. When 
n bee is engaged in making the cells 
of the comb, tiny flakes of wax are 
¡secreted in these pockets, from which 
they are taken with the jaws as they 
are required. 
How these waxen bricks are made 
in the bee’s body is a mystery. 
In 
some wonderful way the bee is able to 
turn the juice of flowers into honey 
or wax in a very short time. The in­ 
sect is really a shocking example of 
what all work and no play can do— 
he works himself to death in about 
a month! 
The bee really should be spoken of 
as “she”, for the worker is a feipale, 
but it seems rather queer to write 
about her trouser-pockets.

Roup In Fowls 
This is the tim e of the y ear when 
there is d an g e r of roup being in your 
flock and it is a disease th a t 
«hould 
be w atched closely and properly ta k ­ 
en care of when it appears. 
Follow­ 
ing are ex tracts from an article by 
Prof. A. J. D urant of the Missouri 
U niversity who has made a specialty 
of poultry diseases. 
Roup usually sta rts with a w atery 
discharge from 
the 
nasal passages. 
There is a rise in tem p eratu re, 
the 
bird’s feath ers become ruffled, 
and 
the wings may droop. 
There is 
a 
loss of appetite; the breathing 
be­ 
comes difficult, 
the bird 
m akes 
a 
wheezing sound and often 
sneezes. 
These sym ptom s a re especialy notice­ 
able on entering the houses a t night 
when the birds are on the roosts. A f ­ 
ter a tim e the odor of the discharges 
from the nasal pa«sages becomes very 
offensive, and usually the nasal pass­ 
ages become so obstructed th a t 
the 
brid is compelled to breathe th ro u g h 
its mouth. 
The space around 
the 
eyeball tills 
rapidly with a cheesy 
like deposit and often cause« an en 
largem ent of the b ird ’s head to twice 
the norm al size; and collection of th e 
same m aterial in the nasal passages 
may press down the roof of the m outh 
to such an extent th a t the bird is u n ­ 
able to close its mouth.

Do 
not allow poultry, other anim als 
or 
persons to go directly from infected 
yards to a 
healthy 
flock. 
Recently 
purchased birds, and birds th a t have 
been exhibited a t poultry shows should 
be isolated for a period of fifteen days 
or until the health of the bird is as 
sured. 
The m ost im portant control m eas 
ures consist in 
proper m anagem ent 
and proper housing of the flock. Damp 
unsanitary, poorly 
ventilated, 
over 
crowded, d rafty q u a rte rs are conduc 
ive to the spread of roup. 
And 
poultrym an cannot expect his flock to 
escape the disease 
when 
he allows 
such conditinos to exist. 
The birds «hould be fed at reg u lar 
interval«, and a liberal, well balanced 
ration is im portant. 
A balanced ra 
tion is one which all of the food ele 
ments required by the birds are sup 
plied in proper proportions. The read 
er is refered to other circulars for 
inform ation on poultry feeding.
